The Horse Contract.* 


We loam that there has bceu considerable 


anxiety throughout the County, to ascertain 
the facts relative to the contract for winter, 
ing horses; and, as we have become pos- 
sessed of the facts, we propose to stute them, 
inasmuch as they arc interesting in them- 
selves, and will be found entirely to relieve 
our member of Congress, the lion. EDWARD 
MoPiiimsoN.fromsomcceusure au individu- 
al or two were disposed to east upon him. 


It appears that tha Government found 


itself with a number of disabled horses on 
hand, for which provision was to be made 
for the winter. One of the subordinate of- 
ficers of tho Quartermaster's Department 
undertook, without the knowledge or ap- 
proval of the Quartermaster-General—Gen. 
Meigs—to make a contract with n certain 
party for keeping them at 40 cents per head 
per day. 
This contract was made without 


the knowledge of the community, as well 
as of the Head of the Department—and 
no public notice of it was issued. 


Soon after, the sub-agents of these Con- 


tractors visited this and other Counties, 
putting out these horses among farmers at 
25 cents per day—thus realizing a profit 
to tho contractors of 15 cents a day for each 
horse, or 51,050 per week for every 1;000 
horses. 


When these facts became known to Mr. 


McPuERSON, the, at once—on the first day 
of the session—offered a resolution, which 
tho HOUFC unanimously adopted, calling 
for tho names of the contractors, the number 
of horses put out, the prices paid, and 
whether this contract was made—as the law 
required—upon public notice. That infor- 
mation will, in time, be furnished to the 
House and the Public. 


Tho resolution brought the subject to 


the attention of the Quartermaster-General; 
and we are glad to say that the contract was 
stopped at that point, and, we believe, ser- 
viceably for the public interests. By this 
movement a large sum of money was kept 
from the hands of greedy speculators, who 
were about to realize it indirectly out of our 
own people. 


Should there be other disabled horses to 


be put out, public notice will be triven, and 
this matter opened to competition as it 
ought to bo. 


So far from deserving blame, we think 


Mr. McPiiKRSON deserves praise for his 
prompt interference to break up a secretly- 
made contract, which was not calculated to 
promote the public good. 
Had he done 


less, he would have done less than his duty 
as a faithful officer of the Government.

Letter from Camp. 


CAMP CONOCHEAOUE, Dec. 23. 


R. G. HARPER, ESQ.—Dear Sir :— 


With a carpet ba<* for a writing-desk, and a 
knapsack for a chair, seated in a small tent, 
6 feet by 8,1 will give you sooie few items 
which may be of some interest, to the many 
readers of your time-honored journal. 


On Wednesday last, late in the evening, 


we had marching orders. 
In half an hour 


the boys were al] in saddle aud ready to 
march—leaving but a guard at camp.— 
Ttose that were left, (your correspondent 
being one of them) received orders on Fri- 
day to strike tents and join the company.— 
We brought our cooking utensils, &c.: along 
with us, together with the cooks, who rode 
tho extra horses, and appeared quite merry 
all the time. 
It was quite a comical scene. 


Orderly Sergeant UOIINKR was in command 
of the squad. 
Wo left the camp at Fred- 


erick on the morning of Saturday, nachii g 
C imp Cor.ochcasrue at abjut 8 o'clock in 
the evening. We found the boys " gay and 
happy," and very much pleased with tbo 
change.

These cases oc- 
curred when Great l>iitain, a.« well as the 
United States, was the home of generations 
which, with all their peculiar interests and 
passions, have parsed away. She could in 
no other way so effectually disavow any such 
injury as we think she does by assuming 
now as her own the ground upon wbieh we 
then stood. It would tell littla for our own 
claims to the character of a just and mag- 
nanimous people if we should so far consent 
to be guided by the law of retaliation as to 
lift up buried injuries from their graves to 
oppose against what national consistency and 
the national conscience compel us to regard 
as a claim intrinsically right. 


Putting behind me all suggestions of this 


kind, I prefer to express my satisfaction that 
by the adjustment of the present case upon 
principles confessedly American, and yet, as 
I trust, mutually satisfactory to both nations 
concerned, a question is finally and rightly 
settled between them, which, heretofore ex- 
hausting not only all forms of peaceful dis- 
cussion, but also the arbitrament of war it- 
self, for more than half a century alienated 
the two countries from each other, and per- 
plexed with fears and apprehensions all other 
nations.

The Damage to tha North Missouri 
Eailroad. 


WARBKNTOWX, Mo., Deo. 24.—Tho 


damage to the North Miasouri Ruilroad 
may be summed up as follows:—Bridges 
at Sturgeon, Ccntralia, Mexico, Jeffutown 
and Warvctitowu burned; also one station 
and perhaps twenty cars from fifty tosixtj 
culverts, large and small; tbret) or four 
water stations, 10,000 ties, from 200-U300 
telegraph poles, and five miles of iron de- 
stroyed, aud ten miles of wire rendered use- 
less1. 


Two trains, one having eight car loads 


of bogs and several ear loads of Lemjv, and 
two cars of merchandise, are in the posses- 
sion of the Rebels. Four engine* are ly- 
ing where they can be seized by them. 


Some of the men who belonged to tho 


trains have arrived here, iroin whom I 
learn that the persons who did the damage 
are yet encamped along the road, About 
five hundred being at High ilill,and other 
bodies at or near Martinaburg, M«rieo,Cen- 
trulia. Sturgeon and Allan. 
At Centralia 


they were within half a mile ol the Bergc 
Sharpshooters and destroyed a bridcre and 
water station. 
Two freight trains were 


captured within four miles of the camp of 
a detachment of the same force. 


At Rouick the work was directed by 


practical railroad men, and the right course 
was always taken to make the destruction 
complete. 
Where the track was taken up, 


the rails were removed, the ties gathered 
in piles and set ou fire, aud the rails thronn 
across the pile, so that when the centre or" 
the rails became heated the weight of the 
cold euds bent them so as to render them 
useless. 


In destroying tlie bridges the fires were 


kindled around the corners where they 
would soon throw the bridge down, aud the 
trestle guides which spanned the open cul- 
verts were burned, as vcre also the frames 
on which the water tanks stood usually. 


The houses of railroad men and of all 


Union men in tLe vicinity of ibe road wore 
surrounded, and the inhabitants assured 
that no harm was intended them-while they 
remained in doors. 


We hcai of scarcely any pillage, or any 


other outrage beyond the destruction of tho 
road and telegraph lino. 


Tho damage to the road cannot fall sbort 


of 8300,000; :uid at least one month will 
be required to repair it so that trains caa 
pass.

Fry, confess- 
ed that he poured the turpcntiac on tho- 
bridge and afterwards get fire to ihis com- 
bustible material; carried the sentinel off 
some half snilc antl made him swear nevar 
to rcreal the uaines of the offenders-. 


"Providence has saved tiie sentinel ths 


trouble, for they have niettbe iattao justly 
inctcd out to them. 
They came in sight o"f 


the gallows—a temporary affair, erected on 
the hillaidc, in full view of the town—aud 
a large oak limb was substituted as tlso 
crossbeam for this novul engine of death, 
and a shudder passed over them which was 
perceptible by all. 


''They then knew that in a few moment* 


they must die tlie death of a felon. 


"The whole battalion under aims was 


drawn up around the ground, nnd the rope* 
were adjusted by Corporal McYey, of our 
company.

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Destructive Fire at Washington. 
WASUJNCITON, Occ. 20.—About 7 o'-

to be had when the people were uroused.— 
One good steam fire engine could have saved 
seventy-five thousand dollars to the Gov- 
arnuient, if it had reached there twenty- 
five minutes aftorthe fire broke out. 


A house and barn iu the rear of the sta- 


bles were also consnaicd, aud a largo brick 
house close by had all the Cue furniture 
<arricd out au<i destroyed by rou»h usage, 
but the house was uninjured, the people 
savin0- it with, buckets of water carried 
iroin a vf ell close by. 


The demolishing of some sheds prevent- 


ing the fire frota spreading, aud the wind 
liefng very low, is all that saved the fire 
from spreading several .squares down to the 
I'otomac, The loss is estimated by persons 
competent to judge, at over one hundred 
thousand dollars. 


The stampede of horses rushing through 


the crowds and around the corners caused 
many serious accidents, and we hear of one 
maa reported killed while crossing the 
street, near the National Hotel, nnd was 
trampled upon by them. 
Most of the hor- 


ses have bcon caught. At the late hour 
we write, the fire is all out, and nothing re 
mains but long rows of charred horses and 
piles of cinders.
